The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
neither teaches nor fairly suggests a computer system for recommending an optimal 
treatment protocol for cancer wherein the system comprises a modifier adapted to 
modify a cancer system model based on parameters specific to an individual. Similarly, 
the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a computer-implemented method wherein a 
cancer system model is modified based on parameters specific to an individual. 

The examiner interprets "cytologic specifics" to be cytological information specific 
to a tumor.
